FIGHTING IN THE STHEHTS, 

In view of our own and Reuter's mossages 
regarding tho unrost in the Russian cupital 
the following extract is of int-reat A great 
demonstration took place on Deo.

Nevaky Prospect on the part of students ond 
workmen, numbering ten thousand, asking for, 
liberty of the Press, speech,und cons -ienco, and 
tho release of the murderer of M, de Plehve.

- THE WAR AND JAPANESE 
: SHIPPING. 

Tho prosont war between Japan and Russia 
is certain to have very important results ‘on 
trade and industry. It will, indead, open a now 
chapter in. the history of the Far Bast, if not of 
the world. Meantime, we simply note tho 
effects on Japanese shipping. ‘Cwo hundred and 
seventy-five thousand tons is the actual reduc- 
tion of morcantilo carrying capacity resulting 
from the war, Tho total tonnago of the 
Mercantile Marina being 976,000, it appears 


that it bas been reduced by 30 par cent. ap-|- 


proximately. On the other hand, it isto be 


noted that this diminution is’ only temporary,|_ 


tho permanent diminnlion orising from ships 
eunk at Port Arthur, of those sunk by the 
Russians, ond those lost ot sea, amounts to 
67,750 tons. -Agaiust this figuze has to be set 
140.011 tons of newly-purchased vessels and 
4,247 tons of newly-built vessels, so that. when 
the war is over—assuming the present figures 
for basis—there will be a net increase of 76,528 
tony. To this, moreover, falls to be addod tho 
ships taken from the Ru-si.ns, of which, 
however, no exsct records ure to ba found ; but 
itis certain that the total tonnago far exceads 
that of the ships suvk by the enemy and that of, 
the ships lostat sex. Unless somothing unfore- 
seen happens, the Japanese will haves good 
margin with which to resume ordinary opera- 
tious after the war; but.wa, may ba sure that 
there will be a considerable. demand for ships 
from this ond other couatries,—i1 gineering, 


FATE OF THE MISSING 
' ATEPACHES., .
